New Delhi, the dth October 1967 

G.S.R. 1538.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 Of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes tho 
following Order, namely:— 

1. Short Title, Extent and Commencement.—(1) This order may be called th® 
Indian Maize (Temporary Use in Starch Manufacture) Order, 1967. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Punjab. 

(3) It shall come into force at once and shall rcm:»in in force till the seventh 
day of October, 1967. 

2. Relaxation of Prohibition /Vgalnst U.sc.—Nolwitlistandinj’ anything con¬ 
tained in the Foodgrair.s (Prohibition of Use In Manufacture of Starch) Order, 
190(1, it shall be lawiul, during the continuance in lorce ui this Older, for iho 
Eukhjit Starch and Chemicals Ltd., Phagwara to purchase nr cause to be pur¬ 
chased In the State of Punjab or use or cause to be used Indian nmlze for the 
manufacture of starch under and In occordance v.llh an authorization Issued in 
this behalf the Director Food and Supplies and Joint Secrelaiy to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Punjab, Chandigarh. 
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3. Iwae of Auttaorlzatiom, —(1) The total quantity of Indian maize for which 
authodzatloa mair be Uaued under clauee 2 iball not exceed the quantity wldA 
would have been purchased by the Sukhjit Starch and Chemicals Ltd., Phagwata 
npto 7th October 1967, 

(2) In Iflsulne an authorization under clause 2, the Director Fqod and Supplies 
and Joint Secretary to the Government of Punjab, Chandigarh shall have regard, 
among other factors, to the capacity of the factory to manufacture starch. 

Explanation.—For the purposes of this Order, “Indian maize” means In¬ 
ferior satbi’ maize other than hybrid maize, grown in India.
